be the greatest sale of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle held during the last season. This is true 
from several angles for here was demon- 
strated clearly and decidedly that there is 
a good demand for bulls of the better sort 
and at prices that will pay the breeder well 
for his time and energy in their production. 
That men are looking for outstanding mat- 
rons with which to strengthen their breed- 
ing herds was clearly in evidence. It was 
one of the greatest events in the history of 
the breed hecause an International Grand 
Champion female was to pass through the 
ring. It was an outstanding event too be- 
cause so great a number of the offering 
were sired by the same bull as was Pride 
Protest 6th—Earl Marshall generally con- 
ceded to be the most wonderful breeding 

f the age. 

yy st this occasion that breeders, 
old, new and prospective gathered for the 
purpose of sharing in the good things that 
were to pass under the hammer, this was 
probably the largest representative gather- 
ing of breeders for the season. The cattle 
were widely scattered, finding new homes in 
ten different states and in Alberta Canada. 
Messrs. Escher & Ryan were free with their 
expressions as to the good that the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal had done that at this 
time. They having had the greatest demand 
for catalogs experienced in years. A care- 
ful checking of the list of buyers reveals the 
fact that with a single exception these buy- 
ers are regular readers of the breed paper. 

Exceedingly heavy rains throughout that 
section of the state covering a period of 
several days prior to the sale made it im- 
possible for many who had planned to drive 
to make the trip or the average might have 
read differently. As it was the fourteen 
head of bulls made an average of $371.43; 
thirty-five females averaged $250.00 and the 
entire lot of forty-nine head making $284.70. 
A few who were not able to be present took 
advantage of the fieldman service and in 
most instances the cattle were purchased at 
just about one-half the limit fixed by the 
client. So after all it pays to make use of 
this service. 

Secretary E. T. Davis, of the Iowa Aber- 

deen-Angus Breeders’ Association managed 
the sale in splendid form, while Cols. Coo- 
per and Kraschel were ably assisted at the 
ringside by Col. Gene Fagen and A. E. 
Bryan of the Journal field force. 
_ Col. Cooper opened the sale by introduc- 
ing Secretary Gray who spoke briefly of 
the splendid achievements of Escher & Ry- 
an and the support to which such construc- 
tive breeders were entitled at the hands of 
their fellow craftsmen. Col. Kraschel flu- 
ently and effectively told conditions in and 
out of the business as he sees them and 
urged the buying of this sort of cattle at 
good prices for he says: “The day is close 
at hand when they will return a handsome 
dividend.” E. T. Davis as manager had 
nothing to say, it being his opinion that the 
offering yould be able to take care of itself 
when it came into the ring and his judg- 
ment proved accurate. 

The bulls were sold first and they were 
a wonderful lot, beyond question the pre- 
potency of their great sire, Earl Marshall. 
The bidding was lively and the prices very 
satisfactory. The great bull, Black Mar- 


shall 5th 321834 topped the sale and it was 
generally conceded that he was a real bar- 


gain at $1,070.00. The bidding opened at 
about market value and the way the ring- 
side stacked the figures reminded one of 
old times. When “Ed” Caldwell bid last on 
this tried sire he did what most of the men 
present termed the best day’s work in his 
life. This bull will no doubt prove a strong 
asset to the Caldwell herd where he will 
have a wonderful lot of females to work on. 
He is in many respects stronger than his 
worthy half-brother, Blackcap Revolution, 
who is starting out to clean up the Canadian 
circuit again this ‘year. 

Judge Fullerton, of Oklahoma, took a 
pair of good young bulls, the one Blackcap 
Baton 2d, a McHenry Blackcap by Blackcap 
Baton at $365.00 and the other Blackcap 
Marshall 10th by Earl Marshall; Fay Bro- 
thers, of Wisconsin, took the McHenry 
Blackcap bull Blackcap Renown by Ear! 
Marshall at $450.00; Evolution Marshall by 
Earl Marshall found a new home with Wal- 
ter Briney at $425.00; and G. E. Grace & 
Son, of Diagonal, Iowa, took Evotion Mar- 
shall by the same sire at $375.00; Even Mar- 
shall went to H. E. Escher, of Harlan, I[a., 
at $400.00; Harrison & Harrison, of Nebras- 
ka, procured Earl Marshall 6th at $400.00; 
and Bill Cooper took Eline Marshall at 
$380.00; M. C. Wilford, of Minnesota, bid 
$300.00 on Eston Marshall and secured him 
at that figure; a couple of younger Earl 
Marshall calves went out at less prices as 
will be evidenced by the attached list. Ev- 
ery one of the Earl Marshall bulls were con- 
sidered bargains and were worthy of much 
further bidding. 

When “the cows came marching in” the 
ringside went to the edge of the seats. The 
International Grand Champion Pride Pro- 
test 6th was looking every bit her best and 
the bidding was “fierce” for there were 
a lot of fellows who wanted her, however 
as usual in such cases the dark won when 
Treasurer Len Lamar purchased the beauti- 
ful lady supreme on order for Mr. Scripps 
of Michigan. No doubt “Len” made the 
absent bidder more than the price of the cow 
and it is hoped that Mr. Scripps will have 
wonderful success with her in the show yard 
this season. The second number was. just 
the sweetest thing, and she really found 
friends preferring her to the last year’s 
champion. There was a gentleman away 
over on the far side of the ring who had his 
eye on this one and he was determined to 
stay until he succeeded in getting her at an 
even $1,000.00, and this was none other than 
Mr. S. J. Henderson, of Lacombe, Alberta. 
Barbara Mc 36th will make things warm 
in her new Canadian home and it would not 
be surprising if she scraped up sufficient 
courage to visit the International this year. 

Ryan Brothers, of Illinois took Blackcap 
Empress 24th by Eston of Denison, from 
the same dam as Blackcap Revolution and 
a full sister to Blackcap Bertram and Black- 
cap McHenry 15ist at $510.00, she was a 
wonderful cow just in her prime; Brill Bro- 
thers, of Iowa, added the splendid show cow 
Erica Enlate by Enlate and bred to Ear! 
Marshall to their splendid herd at a cost 
of $500.00; she was Grand Champion 
throughout the Western Circuit last season 
and it is hoped will bring these good cattle- 
men an outstanding herd bull. The balance of 
the females ranged down from this mark 
and many of them went entirely too cheap. 

Judge Fullerton was a persistent buyer 
and succeeded in procuring a good strong 
string of young cattle at very conservative 


prices. Among the newer breeders who 


bought heavily was Henry Stolley, of Moor- 
head, Iowa, he having procured what should 
prove to be an exceptionally good founda- 
tion herd at prices that should return a divi- 
dend immediately.

Cross cattle to send to this country. By doing this they will help 
their own pockets and also the feeders over here. The supply of 
really good ones in this country is not nearly sufficient for the de- 
mand, and at any of our markets where you see a few pens of first 
class Cross bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle the rivalry to get them al- 
most makes the price prohibitive. The fact of the matter is there 
are not nearly sufficient to go round, with the result that we are 
forced into filling our courts with inferior cattle, which are an eye 
sore to look at, and not the same satisfaction in feeding; they also 
take more food and longer time to make [Continued on page ?

The foregoing ap- 
peal “should be sufficient in itself to estab- 
lish the fact that there is a demand for and 
a place for pure bred cattle of the better 
sorts. America has the pasturage and 
America can meet the requirements for she 
already has a very considerable portion of 
strictly high class breeding cattle in her ev- 
er increasing number of Aberdeen-Angus 
herds as well as in the herds of other beef 
breeds.

Aberdeen-Angus Steers Top Denver. 

The following clipping is taken from the 
Record Stockman, of June 20th, and has 
reference to a lot of two year olds that 
weighed 1335 pounds: 

“Aberdeen-Angus cattle from the pure 
bred herd of J. H. Welty, at Berthoud, top- 
ped the beef steer section Tuesday, when 
they were purchased by Armour and com- 
pany for $10.60, the highest price recorded 
on the open market in Denver since August 
of 1920.

The 
high dressing quality of the black cattle is 
their outstanding advantage. Records show 
that in the carcass contest of the Interna- 
tional Live Stock show, the Aberdeen-Angvs 
has taken far more firsts than any other 
class of cattle.’ 

Mr. Welty was accompanied on the trip 
to Denver by his son, Roy Welty, who is in- 
terested in the business with his father.”

Uses Auctioneer in Better Live Stock Drive, 


Rapid improvement in live stock in Ken- 
tucky is taking place largely as a result of 
the Live Stock Improvement Association, 
formed last winter through the agencies of 
the State College of Agriculture and the 
Louisville Live Stock Exchange. Ina recent 
letter to the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Wayland Rhoads, field agent in 
animal husbandry in Kentucky, describes the 
activities of the organization which includes 
among its members bankers, commission 
men, live stock breeders, and farmers, 3 
follows:

While no additional classes have beer 
provided for, there will be increased mon 
offerings for dairy and beef cattle drait 
horses, sheep and swine. In accordance with 
the policy of other years, several national 
breed associations will conduct sales, tho 
scheduled so far including sales of Mi inp 
Shorthorn, Aberdeen-Angus and Herefor 
cattle, New England grown baby beeves and 
pure bred rams and grade ewes. 

Machinery exhibits of farm, industrial an¢ 
domestic types will be enlarged, as will the 
tractor and automobile shows. The judg; 
contests for students in live stock and din 
products will be continued. There is eke 
a dairy exhibit under the direction of Prof 
W. P. B. Lockwood, of the National Dairy 
Council, and an enlarged fruit and vegetabje 
show, together with a special county group- 
ing of farm products under the direction of 
the Hampden County (Mass.) Improvement 4 
League. 

_ Six hundred boys and girls from rural and 
city sections will be housed in seven villages, 
Farm boys and girls will be in Camp Vail, 
Boy Scouts will inhabit the Mohawk Village. 
City boys and girls will live in the Junior 
Achievement Village. Boys and girls with 
their baby beeves will live in the Baby Beef 
Camp.
